FOR TAKE-OFF 


Storms Over English 
Channel Cause Postpone- 
ment of Flight

ALTENHEIN, Switzerland, Nov, 
3.—Last-minute arrival of a tele- 
gram giving warning of a storm over 
the English Channel caused a post- 
ponement Sunday in the departure 
of the giant German fiying boat 
DO-X for Amsterdam on the first 
leg of a flight to New York.

Mr. H. G, Wells tells the people of 
Great Britain that war may break out 
next year or the year after; wherefore 
he admonishes them to push on the pa- 
cifist program and paralyze the defen- 
sive power of their Government; to the 
end, presumably, that Britain may be 
the more easily subjugated and the Em- 
pire knocked to pieces with a minimum 
of inconvenience to its assailants. 

The talented novelist is right enough 
in his apprehensions, but he is preach- 
ing in the wrong place, unless he pines 
for slavery. He should go and tell Mr, 
Hitler and Mr. Stalin that it is wrong to 
plot war. They are doing it, Britain is 
not. And Mr. Wells and those of his 
kind are helping the plotters, in propor- 
tion as they persuade the people of 
Great Britain to disarm themselves and 
thus encourage the war-makers with the 
prospect of a cheap victory. 


HE SPOKE TOO SOON 


Ten days ago President Chiang Kai 
Shek informed the world that he had 
the rebels beaten and was engaged in 
extending the authority and the bless- 
ings of ordered government throughout 
the Chinese empire. He seems to have 
spoken prematurely, Later reports are 
that red armies are ranging at will 
over # great area in central and south- 
ern China, slaughtering, pillaging and 
burning; and that bandits have carried 
off three severa! parties of missionaries 
and are holding them for ransom. 

Perhaps that state of affairs is too 
nearly the usual run of things in 
China to be dignified by the name of re- 
bellion, but the results to both the Chi- 
nese people and the outside world are 
pretty much the same. What the situ- 
ation amounts to is that while the west- 
ern powers have adopted the “hands off 
China” policy, the rev@lutionaries at 
Moscow are pursuing in a systematic, 
intelligent and highly effective way 
their policy of perpetuating chaos in 
that ancient realm, 

China is closed against the influ- 
ence of western culture and trade, while 
its people are being schooled in the doc- 
trine of communism by the agents of the 
Soviet. 


GUARANTEE STILL STANDS 


Premier Bracken of Manitoba says 
it will not be known until the last of 
the 19290 wheat has been sold whether 
the three prairie provinces will have 
to make yood the guarantee they gave 
the Pool last spring, He intimates that 
unless prices go up the provinces may 
have to pay, to the amount of $10,000,- 
000 or more. 

But after the close of the crop year, 
on July 15th, Pool officials were report- 
ed as saying that they had sold enough 
wheat above the dollar mark to off- 
set sales below that figure; wherefore 
the Poo! was in the clear, the banks were 
safe, and the provinces were relieved of 
the liability of having to pay. 

Premier Bracken's statement is 
somewhat mystifying in view of this 
announcement, as well as disconcerting 


in itself. The Premier would hardly 
admit the continuing liability of the 
provinces their anparently indefinite 
ly continuing liability--if there were 


any doubts about the legalities of the 
matter

PLIANCIAL PREPAREDNESS PAYS 


Premier Seullin of Australia stated 
in London that the governments of 
the Commonwealth call of the several 
states have agreed to cut expenditures 
and raise taxation in order to balance 
their budgets and re-establish their 
credit, 

This statement was probably made 
to quiet the apprehensions of British 
buyers of Australian bonds, whose 
confidence in their investments may 
have been somewhat shaken by disclo 
sure of the diffieull situalion in which

the governments of that dominion have 
lately found themselves, 

This situation was largely brought 
about because the Commonwealth and 
alate governments followed a policy of 
lavish expenditure during the prosper- 
ous years when trade was brisk and 


revenue came in readily The slowing 
down of business and the decline in 
revenue found them with exhausted 


credit and obligations which ean only 
be met by imposing heavier taxes at a 
most unfavorable time. 

Canada, fortunately, pursued a con- 
trary policy. This Dominion had the 
great advantage of having as finance 
minister in the prosperous years, Hon, 
James Robb. That canny Scotsman 
budgeted for a huge revenue when reve- 
nue was easily got, and used the money 
to pay off the national debt, 

As a consequence, the depression 
found Canada's credit standing so high 
that the Dominion Government a few 
weeks ago floated a loan for $100,000,- 
000 in New York on the most favorable 
terms ever secured for such an issue, 

The moral is plain, should be adopt- 
ed as the working maxim of govern- 
ments, and recognized by the public, 
When times are good governments 
should keep down expenditure, pay off 
debts and strengthen credit against the 
day of adversity. Then, when a de- 
pression comes along, public expendi- 
ture can be increased and the public 
credit used to steady employment and 
business conditions.

Alberta there are now 14 commissions, Other muni- 
Cipaliies have named commissions, but they have 
not yet been officially appointed

The line between town and coun- 
try, as the carriers of distinctive 
cultures, would be clearer, if we had 
fewer small towns and more region- 
al centres that had achieved a 
genuine urban character and urban 
efficiency,
